US Army Closes 
College Courses 

Thousands Drafted 
In New Decree 
Issued by Washington 

The United States Army recently 
announced that it intends to close 
most of its specialized training pro- 
gram from the nation's colleges, ac- 
cording to an Associated Press des- 
patch from Washington. This will 
result in the removal of about UU,- 
000 men from colleges before April 
1. Only about 35,000 men of the 
original alotmcnt will remain. The 
increased tempo of operations and 
the corresponding need for overseas 
replacement were given as the cause 
for the new move. . ' 

Dr. George F. Zook, president of 
the American Council on Education, 
predicted 'a very serious effect" on 
the schools already hard hit by the 
war. In fact some all-male schools 
will find themselves in the same 
position as last year when the low- 
ering of the draft age lo 18 resulted 
in the removal of all of the fit 
male students not enrolled in cer- 
tain essential technical courses. 

Men in the Army Specialized 
Training Program pursuing ad- 
vanced course of study in medicine, 
dentistry and engineering will re- 
main in college.

This afternoon at 5.00 p.m. tlie can- 
didatcs in Tliursday's election will present 
their platforms before the student body. 
Those running for the presidency of the 
Students' Society, nnd of tlic ^IcGill Union 
will speak, while the other male candidates 
will be introduced to the students but will 
not address them. 

The turnout at the meeting will be one 
of its most interesting features, since it 
will be a fairly reliable indication of the 
interest of the students in the election, and 
indirectly an indication of the amount of 
student spirit on the campus. 

AVc Imvc stressed the importance of 
reading the platforms of the nominees, and 
of attending the meeting, in a previous 
editorial, but wc will run the risk of being 
called repetitious to repeat these views. If 
a student is to cast an intelligent vote, he 
must have a knowledge of the aims of the 
candidates, their appearance, and their 
ability before a critical audience.

These will not be gleaned from the 
careful perusal of a platform, but should 
be indicated to a greater or lesser extent 
in the five minute speeches of the nom* 
ineès.

They will, above 
all, be the representatives of the student 
body to the general public, to the adminis-

The only method ensuring that those 
el<!cted arc the best the student body can 
offer is to read their platforms, listen to 
them speak, find out what they have done 
and what facte can be offered by others 
as to their ability.

The Red Cross 



Lives of CondîJian . Wounded Saved 
By Red Cross Blood Donor Service 

Blood Serum Now Goes- To All Balllcfronls And Aboard All 
Ships To Help Save The Lives Of Canada's Wounded— 
New Budget Requires ^750,000 To Maintain Servfce 



Montreal, Feb. —For six 
hours 21-year-old Lloyd Smith 
of the British Merchant Navy 
lay on the bottom of a lifeboat 
In the Caribbean Sea and wait- 
ed for a rescue shlhp. His 
wheel-house companion had 
been killed. Twenty-one of his 
shipmates watched the distant 
horizon, with anxious eyes. 
Their freighter had long since 
disappeared under the water. 
The German submarine had 
done its work. 

Finally in the grey dusk of: 
morning a column of smoke 
appeared in the western sky. 
Lloyd SmiUi could not raise 
himself to see it, but his com- 
panions cased his hijured leg . 
as best they^could and told 
him that help was coming. 

Finally the ship in the dis- 
tance became a reality. It stood 
by and waited for the weak- 
ened men to row the lifeboat 
in beside the rope ladder. Lloyd 
Smith was transferred aboard. 

Five minutes after he was 
brought into the ship's sick-bay 
he was given a blood transfu- 
sion from Red Cross powdered 
blood. An hour later he rccciv- 
«ed a second- 

The life-giving transfusions 
and medical care enabled him 
to sleep for three hours. When 
he awakened he was given an- 
other transfusion In the mean- 
time the rescue ship was 
ncarlng Panama. Before he was 
transferred from Uie boat to 
the waithig ambulance a fourth 
transfusion of Red Cross blood 
was given. The ship's doctor 
knew that Lloyd Smith had an 
even chance to live. Red Cross 
blood had made it possible. 

For seven weeks ho lay in a 
hospital in Panama. As each 
day passed he grew stronger. 
Fhially he was ready to leave. 
He was sent 1o Montreal to 



fully recover from his injuries. 
As he was leaving he had a 
visit from the doctpr of the re- 
çue ship. Only then did Lloyd 
Smith learn that if he had 
been in Uic lifeboat one more 
hour he would have bled to 
death. He realized then that he 
owed his life to the transfusions 
made possible by the powdered 
blood provided by the Canadian 
Red Cross. 

The day he reached Montreal, 
three months after he was 
wounded— he went to the Red 
Cross Clinic to give a blood 
donation. He said nothing about 
his personal experience tmtil 
he had been accepted and had 
given three-quarters of a pint 
of blood. Then he told why he 
wanted to become a regular 
Red Cross blood donor. 

"The Red Cross gave me four 
transfusions," he said, "and I 
want to pay back an equal 
number of donations. I realize 
it takes four' donations to make 
one transfusion, but I should 
like to do all I can; after all, 
the Red Cross saved my life. 
I know that now." 

Lloyd SmiUi was In MonUrcal 
four months studying for his 
second mate's papers- He gave 
a total of three donations in 
that time before he was finally 
called back to sea again. He 
said he would give the British 
Red Cross his fourth donation 
as soon as he reached England 

U is to save the lives of boys 
like Lloyd SmiUi— and the 
thousands of Canadian wound- 
ed In all branches of the armed 
forces— that the Red Cross has 
earmarked $750,000 out of its 
$10,000.00 objective for 1944. 
which it must raise between 
February 28 and March 15. Its 
many other services, such as 
prisoner of war , food parcels, 
for which it needs. $5,511,000 and 



hospital and medical supplies 
and comforts for the armed 
forces,— $3,000,000 must also be 
maintained and enlarged.

In the cecond match of the Bar- 
bados-Trinidad Goodwill Cricket 
Tournlment. played in Barbados, 
some brilliant cricket was witnessed 
by a large and distinguished crowd. 

Trinidad won the toss and elected 
to bat on a perfect wicket. They 
played bright cricket, scoring 
quickly and apparently easily. Their 
outstanding batsmen were Jeffrey 
Stollmeyer, who .scored 210, and G. 
Gomez (skipper) 04. SloUmcyer's 
Innings was excellent and masterful 
and the Barbadian bowlers were 
somewhat discouraged. However, 
after StollmQyer was given out 
L.B.W., the Trinidadlan captain de- 
clared his innings dosed at 400 for 
eight wickets.

sure, thai it is not practical to con- 
sider a return to Inter-CoUcglale 

competitions at the present time. 
However, it is equally obvious that 
wc should begin now to organize 
and plan for the day when condi- 
tions favour their resumption. Tlie 
Inter-Collcgiato Athletics Council 
was wiped out almost overnight and 



since that time, as far as I know, 
little or nothing has been done to 
keep, that organization abreast of 
the times. Wc, here at McGill, arc 
the logical leaders to prepare the 
groundwork for the new Council 
which will govern Inter-CoUcglatc 
AthleUcs after the war. Many of 
you know that there is a certain 
percentage of the Stiident Body, 
and also some of our professors, 
who oppose, in no uncertain man- 
ner, the resumption of Inter-Collcg- 
latc Athletics. Unless we are pre- 
pared to . present ^ome° /definite, 
workable plan to the authbrlties, 
the faction I mentioned above will 
seize upon our unprcparedncss and 
Inter-Collegiatc contests, which 
many of you will recall vividly, will 
be nothing. more than a memory. A 
university without a so-called "Col- 
lege Spirit" cannot Inspire Its stu- 
dents to carry its name proudly into 
distant lands and the only way in 
which this spirit can be created is 
to give the Undergraduate Body, as 
a whole, something to enthuse over., 
Those of you who have attended a 
McGill- Vaïsity Football game on a 
Saturday afternoon up at the Stad- 
ium will, I am sure, vouch for its 
efficiency as an "Old McGill Spirit" 
producer. This spirit has been sad- 
ly lacking since cessation of Inter- 
Collegiate Athletics and this lack of 
spirit has in no way been lessened 
by the cntéring of representative 
teams in local leagues. 

Until such time when Intcr-Col- 
Icgiate Athletics may be resumed, I 
favour a wide program of Inter- 
Faculty sports. It ' is only natural 
that Intor-Faculty play will pro- 
duce a much keener brand of com- 
petition. A player representing his 
own faculty will enjoy playing 
much more, and therefore play 
much better, than one who has been 
placed on a team which has been 
picked at random from all faculties. 
This Inter-Faculty program was 
tried this year and from all indica- 
tions it has been highly successful. 
I maintain that it should be con- 
tinued and improved upon. 

Those of you who attended the 
Athletics Festival a few weeks ago 
will agree with me, I think, when 
I say that that occasion was one of 
the highlights, athleUcally speak- 
ing, of the past few years. Those in 
charge shoufd be commended for 
their good work and their ideas 
enlarged upon. 1 feel that Festivals 
of that nature should be held more 
frequently, possibly holding one in 
connection with our annual Sports 
Day. I think I can safely say that 
the spirit of "Old McGill" was more 



In evidence that evening that on 
any other occasion during the past 
four years. 

The above items, I think, cover 
the major^prbblems on the athleUc 
horizon here at McGill. There are 
others which seem no less important 
to some people involved and I can 
only say that. If elected, I shall do 
my best to attend, as much as pos- 
sible, to their problems. Those of 
us who are interested in athletics 
realize that we are slowly rising 
from a very barren period as far-as 
sports are concerned. It is so much 
easier to destroy than to build and 
wc have the tremendous task of 
building almost from rock-bottom.

TbeWomen 
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author of such diverse books as "Medieval 
People," and "The English Wool Trade," one 
of the most distingulshcd social and economic 
medievalists of post-war Britain. 

Eileen Power spent an uneventful and 
somewhat restricted girlhood under the tutel- 
age of two Victorian aunts in the town of Ox- 
ford. Afier an undergraduate course at Girton 
College.' Cambridge, she received the chance 
of studying at the Sorbonne and the London 
School of Economics, and returned to Girton 
at the beginning of the war as one of the first 
women dons. But a prophet has no honour in 
his own country, and Cambridge ; did not un- 
derstand the genius of a pioneer, so seizing 
the opportunity which was offered to her in 
the Albert Kahn Fellowship, Eileen Power left 
Girton and sailed around the \rarld. India. 
Java and China fascinated her imagination. 
"In a Chinese Street with its shops and coolies, 
she saw a hundred things that reminded her 
of what she had learned in her studies, and 
she expressed her thoughts with shining eyes 
■nd words full of sympathy, understanding 
and humour." 

Before she had arrived home,*an invitation 
from the London School of Economics to join 
its staff, reached her, and In a short time she 
had become a part of this eager and unconven- 
tional group, where she remained iunUl her 
sudden death in August, 1940.' In 1937 she mar- 
ried Professor M. M. Postan of Cambridge, 
but domestic duties were never allowed to 
interfere with her University career. Her bril- 
liant lectures, prepared with minute care, soon 
became famous ail over the world for their 
scholarship, clarity and humour: while her 
seminars were so valuable that many students 
conUnued to attend long after ihcy had ob- 
tained the highest degree. She had an unshak- 
able belief in. the Seml;iar method, partly be- 
cause, in her great modesty, she felt her 
students could give her ideas of real value, 
and part because she knew her own skill in 
bringing young men and women out of them- 
selves. She had almost a unique gift- of mak- 
ing personal friends of her students, and of 
retaining that friendship long after they had 
left the University. The secret was her own. 
Partly it came from her ability to treat them 
as complete intellectual equals, and' to be 
natural and unselfconsclous in their presence: 
partly from her personal charm and her almost 
unbelievable kindness. She sought far and 
wide for suitable Jobs for her students, got 
publishers for their- .works, loaned them money, 
entertained them freely, and in return won 
tiielr love and.cpnfidençe for the rest of her 
life. 

She never had very much money- how 
could she? She got too mueh.fun out of giving 
it away, and out of buying the flowers and 
finely bound books whicli gave lier such de- 
light. Even though she was one of the finest 
medieval historians and most brilliant college 
•ad radio lecturers In the British Isles, she 



was no dreary scholasticlst. Tall, slender, and 
exceedingly attractive, she had all the feminine 
weaknesses for pretty clothes, and she loved 
to show them off at teas or parties where her 
graceful dancing and long list of partners 
prove to all and sundry that a professional his- 
torian Is not necessarily a wall-flower. In fact. 
It was her brilliant charm, her rare genius for 
friends and her keen, though sometimes de- 
vastating wit, that prompted one of her stu- 
dents to remark, "Whenever she came in the 
thing developed Into a part>-."

that she was of age (viz. eighteen) and how she 
must accept the husband they chose for her, 
on that seme afternoon she escaped unseen by 
the gate where Uie groceries came in, . and 
dashing madly across the fields was soon in 
the arms of her beloved tractor driver.
